Are They “Reprisals ?” 


‘The question of whether or not to retaliate in 
equal measure for. the intense. and totally in 
‘lscriminate raids that the German alr force has 
carried out aver Britain seems to have been 
Settled if the attacks earried out by the Royal 
‘Air Force’ during the past week may be eited as 
a ‘erilerion, “The evidence of the mounting 
Beilish alr offensive against Germany is now 
plain to see and, at last, the moral and materi 
effects of the widespread ralds on German 
owns are becoming ‘known. through devious 
channels. It is. also plain to sce that since the 
{Intenso German raid on Coventry when 
thousands of Incendiary. and high “explosive 
‘bombs were dropped indiseriminately on that 
ily, a deckted ehange hag appeared in British 
{acties and, although RAF. ralds are not des- 
cribed as" “reprisals” (a favourite German 
term), British bombers are giving the Germans 
a-tasfe of thelr own medicine. The recent at- 
{ack on. the German naval base of -Wilhelms- 
haven when that city was converted into a 
“raging inferno” (a Reuter-deseription) was, no 
doubt, in retaliation for fire ralds on’ British 
ports,” Desplte the loud clamour of a certain 
section of tho British ‘press, however, to call 
such raids “reprisals” and to Tet. the British 
Public know that for every Indlseriminate Ger~ 
man attack on England, the TAY. ‘wil retort 
with equal intensity, the: Air Ministey refuses 
fo use the word oF to promise blow for blow 
for Luftwafte Indiserlmination. Tn a broadcast 
from London shorily after the bombing of

A few moments later, In the same 
broadeast, he recited in a tone of obvious satis 
faction, news of a very heavy attack on Ham~ 
burg. Manifestly this attack wos intended as a 
deliberate reprisal, both on account of the cx- 
ceptionally large forces used and because for 
the frst time,,not only the area of the docks but 
central Hamburg was bombed as no other Ger- 
‘man city had been bombed, since the beginning 
of the British air offensive. ‘The w rd “reprisal,” 
however, was not mentioned, “The Germans 
call their visitations “reprisals,” even when they 
fare nothing of the kind,” writes A. J, Cummings 
fn the “News Chronicle." “It is humbug for us 
to pretend, oMclally or unoMelally, that we do 
not indulge in reprisals.” Many Britons fel 
ike Mr, Cummings. Surely there is no better 
way of checking the German tacties and no 
surer way of affecting German moral than to 
announce publicly thal for every town treated 
as the German raiders treated Coventry, there 
shall be retaliation with equal intensity upon a 
suitably selected German town. This seems to 
be favoured by the majority of the people at 
home, who are receiving the worst that the 
Luftwaffe can hand out. British women and

Offer to Italians 


‘There could be no better proof of the truth 
of Mr, Winston Churchill, the Prime Minister's 
assertion that the British’ quarrel with Italy is 
due to the treacherous action of one man— 
‘Mussolini—than the offer which has been made 
to permit the withdrawal of Ttallan women and 
children from East Africa. The news from that 
Sector is becoming increasingly ominous for the 
Tallaris, Gen, Jan Smuts, the South’ African 
Prime Minister, has foreshadowed a large-scale 
offensive shorly by the British Imperial forces, 
‘The Emperor of Abyssinia ty on the frontier 
of his former kingdom and has been in close 
contact with many of his old chieftains.

fof the Italian dofeat at Adowa some decades 
before, There is plenty’ of proof that the Abys- 
sinians were not guiltless of atrocities .them= 
selves in the campaign; but that type of war= 
fare was not altogether unexpected from only 
parlly elvilized tribes. The lengths the Italians 
‘went to In reprisal, however, shocked the world. 
They Inld up for themselves a formidable mass 
of hatred whieh may be visited upon them in 
the course of the next few weeks, if they are 
defeated in the coming British assault. Cut off 

they are from thelr’ home country and har- 
ied by internal revolt, the Italians can have 
little chance of successfully resisting any pro- 
erly conducted British offensive, and the pro- 
spect of terrible revenge to be taken by the 
Abyssiniang lies before them. It Is with the 
object of forestalling this revenge and th 
horrifying deeds which would probably ac 
company it, that the British have made their 
offer. For many of the Italians now in Abyssinia 
‘were not in any way concerned with the eruel- 
ies of the conquerors of the country. They are 
the colonists which Mussolini, by a form of 
‘compulsion, rooted up from ‘their homes in 
Italy and transplanted to this alien soil. So long 
ag the Itallans are able to preserve their rule 
throughout the country, these colonists are rea~ 
sonably safe. Should the Halians be unable to 
protect them, however, their doom is sealed. In 
(he interregnum which must follow an Hallan 
defeat and the time when British authority is 
firmly In the saddlé, there may be opportini= 
tes for the natives to take bloody revenge on. 
these colonists. Hence the British offer to 
facilitate the evacuation of thelr women and 
children, It is no part of British policy to make 
possible a slaughter of the innocents, and, there= 
fore, it is to be hoped that the Italian Govern- 
ment, swallowing their pride—if they have any 
left—will take “immediate advantage of this 
humane offer. If they do not, it will be because 
Mussolini himself will not’ agree, and upon

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Chinese Confident 
OF Victory 


‘Shanghai, Jan, 17, 
Commenting on the present Sino- 
Japanese war situation and the term 
Wietory year" used by Chinese 
official quarters and press, General 
Chang Chi-chung, head of the Political 
Department of the Military Couneit 
at Chungking and former _Com- 
manderin-Chiet of the Chinese | 
forces in the Shanghal area during 
the first stage of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, stated recently at a press 
interview’ that China wos nearing. 
the opportunity of victory in this 
year, although the day of nal 
Vietory might not fall in this year. 

General “Chang stated thai the 
nal vietory was an “absolute pos 
sibility” and that it would be realized 
in the not distant future. Explain 
ng the term “inal victory," General 
Chang sald that It would be a time 
when’ “Japan would not be able to 
return a blow dealt by China.” ‘The 
withdrawal of Japanese troops from 
Nanning nd the: lull prevailing on 
other fronts in China indicated that 
the Japanese forees were nearing 
collapse and that China was nearing 
vietory, General Chang sald. ‘This 
situation would be more clarified as 
time went on, General Chang sald, 
but the final victory, period would 
bbe indicated by a “clearer” "sign, 
namely, the inability on the part of 
Japan to return a blow. 

‘The interview wos granted to a 
speclal correspondent of the “Cheng 
Yien Pao,” published in Shanghai, 
and commenting editorially on the 
interview, “the paper stated that 
General Chang's statement’ was’ an 
“epochymaking” explanation of the 
Sino-Japanese military situation. 
Pointing out the significance of the 
statement, the paper further said 
that It come just at the time when 
Chinese regular troops , were enter 
Ing occupied districts In Cheklang 
‘and Kiangsu (eastern front) in prox 
aration for 9 counter offensive 
uring the spring. 


Offensive Coming 
Further explaining the progress 
of the war situation “in China, 
General Chang stated that during 
the Manchurian ‘Ineldent, China did 
not return any blow deait by Japan 
because the.time for resistance had 
not yet come. During the 1932 hos 
Uillties in Shanghai, “China offered 
resistance but it was a “regional 
resistance period.” ‘The August 13 
Tneident in Shanghai opened the 
for nation-wide resistance. 
re will be a time when» China 
ga blow and awaits the oppos| 
Ing party to rotuen the blow. ‘This 
Would be the “counter offensiv 
period” which was "gradually com- 
Ing” stated» the:

‘General Chang was of the opinion 
that China should still prolong. the 
war of resistance in order to “achieve 
a big victory by aggregating small 
victories," and he ridiculed the 
Tapanese idea of “freezing the China 
taffair.” China would not change 
her military policy but Japan would 
be so bogied down with the “China 
affair” that she herself would. be 
frozen by it. China was determined 
to get rid of all obstacles that lic in 
the way of the welfare of her 
posterity, he concluded.

While the Admiralty in_a communiqué 
admits some damage to H.MSs. Southampton, 
light eruiser, and Mlustrious, aircraft carrier, 
together with a destroyer, the Germans 
endeavour to twist this into ‘an admission of 
hheavy naval losses.

thing more than usually interesting in_ the 
engagement between units of H.M. Navy 
and enomy alreratt. ‘The fact is that two 
convoys were being taken through the 

Mediterranean, one. (0 Greece and the 

other {0 Alexandria, and. that they did 

arvive at their destinations regardless of the 

Malo-German attempt to interfere with 

them, thereby throwing an interesting light 

on the situation in the Mediterranean, ‘This, 
together with the fact that the British Navy 
is able to support the Allied advance along 
the coast of north Afviea with a minimum 
of interference from the enemy clearly proves 

British command of that sea, while at the 

‘same time it indicates that German schemes 

have once again gone astray. 

Originally Hitle’s plans towards the end 

‘of November involved simultaneous move~ 

ments through the Balkans and. against 

Gibraltar, in combination with an Ttalian 

naval offensive. Spain, which isin a 
| deplorable economic condition as a result of 

the civil war, failed to yicld to Hitler's 
tomptations, arid, instead, concluded a finan 
-cial and trade agreement with Great Britain, 
chiefly because had it failed to do so it 
‘ight have been impossible to maintain civ 
order, ‘The destruction which the: British air 
arm and the Fleet have been able to do to 
the Italian Navy is such as to keep it quiet 
for ‘some time to come, while. transport 
diMeulties inthe Balkans ‘make a: major 
German operation. there a very hazardous 
undertaking. ‘The raflroads and waterways 
are definitely not equal to the task, while 
there is an almost complete lack of adequate 
military highways. Even if there were suffi- 
lent the cost of oil in making use of them 
would be enormous. 

‘With British baées in Crete and other 
Greek islands they are in a position to take 
over the Dodecanese Islands ‘whenever they 
wish; they are in fact already neutralized 
so far as the Italians are concerned. ‘The 
process of cutting oft Italian supplies for 
Libya has been under way for some time 
past, and though Hitler is now coming to the 
assistance of Italy with the German air force 
it is doubtful whether he can do so to any 
very great oxtont without glackening his 
blows against Britain. In thé-eyes of some 
neutral observers the battle of the Mediter~ 
ranean has already been won by Britain, but 
the more cautious view will not wholly 
accopt that, though Britain looks in a fair 
way {o arriving at that result. 

Mx. Dufl Cooper's broadcast “concerning 
the friendlier fecling for Britain in France 
suggests a reagon why German pressure upon 
Marshal Potain has somewhat relaxed, 
General Weygand in North Africa is in a 
Gofinitely strategic position, for with his 
prestige, which is tremendous, |‘Blarshal 
Petain is strengthened. in his resistance to 
German demands. Should he be obliged to 
yield, and General Weygand comes into the 
war ‘on Britain's side the position of the 
Hallans in Libya, already most precarious, 














;  wollld become untenable, It is apparent, 


therefore, that the Axis Powers can draw 
little satisfaction from the ‘situation in the 
‘Mediterranean, and the dispositions which 
Hitler is making of his forces in the Balkans 
are belleved to be designed for the purpose 
of making the best out of a very bad busi- 
ness, The Italians, who clearly have never 
had’ any real stomach for this war, are 
proving a source of weakness rather than 
strength to him, and he can place but little 
hope for any real help from them. It would 
not, however, be wise to view the position 
fn ‘the Mediterranean with too much com 
placency. Much may have to be done be- 
fore Britain and her Allies can claim com- 
plete victory, but the magnifieation of 
British admissions by the German  pro- 
pagandists can with confidence be accepted 

‘a measure of théir anxiety over recent 
+ + developments. 








CHANGE OF SUBJECT 


Jan. 16, 


It is but natural that the world over the 
principal tople of conversation should be the 
war, its many developments and speculation 
as to what is to come. Indeed there is so 
much talk about it that various sub-species 
of the British race are coming to notice, 
‘Thus, for example, there is a “bomb-bore,” 
the man who wants to talk about the missile 
which fell near him, but refuses to listen to 
his companion’s experiences. ‘There is also 
the “bomb-snob” who puts on insufferable 
airs because his premises have actually been 
hit, and of eaurso, there is always the “man- 
in-the-know.” Doubtless other classifications 
will eventually develop, but there are others 
and millions of them’ who refuse to be 
diverted from gentler subjects about which 
{0 talk, and chief amongst them are the 
‘amateur gardeners. In the first place, while 
Great Britain is not the best of all countries 
for gardening, its people are an agricultural 
race and it is consequently in the blood. In 
the second, they are a thrifty people, ‘and, 
thirdly, gardening is after all a very demo- 
cratic recreation. ‘That is why the appeal 
{o dig for: victory proved so successful last 
year and will probably prove more so this, 
for it was an appeal to democratic instincts. 
Hitler might very well seize upon this fact 
‘and claim that all he fs doing to Europe is 
to reduce the occupied countries to purely 
agricultural pursuits—reserving for Germany 
all forms of industry,—thereby really doing 
his best to’ foster democratic inclinations. 

‘These thoughts arise from a perusal of the 
front page of a recent issue of "The Times” 
in which the nurserymen of Britain in their 
advertisements are putting in some good 
work. For the purely utilitarian minded one 
offers his “War time ‘Small Garden’ vege- 
table collection,” of seeds. Another dilates 
upon the weight of tomatoes grown last year 
from a twopenny packet of his seeds. Still 
another boasts that a family of five were 
kkept in vegetables for a whole year on a. 
half-guinea collection. Yet another reminds 
his readers that the Government has laid 
reat stress upon the health value of fresh 
fruit in war time, and offers small trees 
guaranteed to bear this summer. Cox’ 
Orange Pippins, Bramley’s Seedlings and 
Worcester Pearmains will doubtless make 
the mouths of the connoisseur water, Victory 
and Monarch plums ask for a chance to 
fruit in the reader's orchards or modest, 
gardens, Raspberry canes, currants, goose 
berry bushes are all clamouring to be’ allowed 
to do their little bit for the health of the 
nation, while the flower seedsmen run the 
whole’ gamut of colour to be displayed in 
those places not needed for feeding the coun~ 
try, from anemones all through the alphabet 
down to winter pansies. 

‘Then that gentle soul, the rose-grower is 
amply catered for in advertisements which 
absolutely glow with. powsy: “Roses are 
‘emblematic of. British tradition and we can 
[still devote a part of our garden to growing 
‘them.” One florist has produced four new 
varleties which he had hoped to show last 
year, until Hitler's messing about completely 
upset his programme, About the first he 
rhapsodizes as follows:— 

‘The first, which Teall “Glory of Engiand,” 
4s probably the finest of all red roses. Long, 
slender, painted buds; which open to Bowers 
fof brightest red, truly a flashing signal of 
‘victory—while its alluring perfume is emblem 
Atle of peace. Tis habit is strong and vigor~ 
fous, typleal of every Briton 

‘The sceond has the strong perfume of the 
‘orange blossom, and is called “Wedding 
Morn.” The third 

T have called “Personality” because I feel 
it is the only name that describes it. It is a 
slowing: pink rose of extraordinary” beauty, 
subtly perfumed. The rich pink of its petals 
{is indeseribably tinged with gold. In full Bloom 
the flower has the irldescence of a pearl 

‘The fourth is “Red Velvet” and that exhausts 
the list of new blooms. But there are also 
others made familiar by the passing years 
when the people of Britain indulged in 
gentler pursuits than the one which is now] 
engaging their attention, names recalling: 
pleasant gardens, peaceful afternoons and. 
tranquil evenings. Tt is pleasant to think 
that though men’s thoughts may be turned 
to the:devilment of wat, there are those who 
still prepare against the time when it will 
be possible to withdraw apart now and again 
‘and revel in the perfume of peace, 














LICENCE FEE INCREASES 


Jan. 17. 


‘The Revenue Sub-committee of the Muni- 
cipal Economy Committee has produced a very 
voluminous report, on the subject of improv- 
ing the Council's income by what amounts 
to practically an all round increase of licence 
fees. With the proposed very substantial 
Increase in the municipal rates, in. itself 
‘unpalatable though regarded as imperatively’ 
necessary, the increases in licence fees which 
the sub-committee propose are estimated to 
bring in $9,873,700 per annum as compared 
with the former figure of $4,468,600 so that 
the general conclusion to be drawn is: that 
what the sub-committee suggests is rather 





more thon- doubling present licence charges. 
‘That .appears to have been the general 


principle upon which the sub-committee 
worked, and in its somewhat rigid application. 
may have proved itself guilty of some in- 
equitable decisions. Thus, if the pri 
rickshaw is to be regarded as the poor man’s 
motor car the question may very well. be 
raised as to whether doubling his licence fee 
docs not hit him much harder than in- 
creasing private motor car licences by the 
same ratio. 

‘Some of the increases will doubtless cause 
heartburning, and possibly raise some opposi~ 
tion. ‘Thus licence fees on theatres, cinemas 
and music halls it is suggested should be 
raised to bring in revenue of $1,108,000 as 
compared with the present $108,000 per 
annum, Admitting that entertainment is 
very much of a luxury, it has to be realized 
that this extra million dollars will undoubted~ 
ly be passed on to the people who patronize 
such amusements, and as this is also true 
of all the other increases of licence fees it 
is clear that by indirect-taxation the rate- 
payers are being called upon to provide a 
very handsome sum in addition to that which 
they will have to provide by direct taxation. 
‘There cannot be a great deal of objection 
to that considering all the circumstances and 
all the unfortunate taxpayer can be expected 
to do is just to grin and bear it. 

But there ig one feature of the proposed 
inereases to which there must be the gravest 
‘objection on principle, and that is with regard 
to the proposed new charges for licences for 
bakeries and dairies. In the case of the 
former the fees will apparently be doubled: 
In the case of the dairies the income expected. 
will rise from $700 per annum to $40,700 
a nominal fee each a year for each dairy 
being changed to one levied on each cow. 
‘The increase is consequently approximately 
57-fold. But it is not the amount to which 
objection must be taken, but to the principle 
involved. At all times taxation of food, and 
that .is what this is, is unaccepiable. 
‘The foodstuffs of Shanghai are already! 
undergoing very considerable illicit taxa~ 
tion, and it “is completely undesirable 
that licences for establishments providing 
nourishment for Shanghai should be 
charged any more than is necessary to 
secure control in the interests of public 
health. ‘That the sub-committee recognizes 
with regard to private markets, slaughter- 
houses, laundries, tailors’ shops, and shops 
for the sale of Chinese and foreign food, and 
several others.

STRIKING TESTIMONY

Mr. Cordell Hull, U. S. Secretary of State, 
said something very much to the point during 
his testimony before the Foreign Affairs 
Committee of the House of Representatives 
in connection with the “Leaso and Lend” 
i, when he rematked:— 
‘Tho question is whether in the face of a 
universally recognized movement to invade 
‘and conquer, peaceful nations shall await 
Untit the invader crosses thelr boundary lines, 
for whether they shall recognizo that this Is 
‘8 world movement of conquest and invoke the 
Taw of self-defence before it is too late. 
‘That clearly outlines the position of the 
Administration of the United States with 
regard to the present war, and the develop- 
ments which are taking place in Asia, and 
is in-itself complete justification for asking 
Congress to pass tho Bill as quickly as 
possible, The issue involved is whether the 
United States shall assist Great Britain and 
her Allies in the fight for democracy, and 
in doing so protect herself, for Mr. Hull ha 
made it quite clear that, should the former 
fall before the Axis onsiaughts, the turn of 
the United States to be subjected to attack 
‘would aot long be delayed. 
‘That 1s the reply to the amusing, hysterical 
outbursts of local enemy-propagandists who 
merely profess to see Great Britain on her 
Knees appealing to the United States for 
assistance. It Is useless for the Germans 
now to deny that when Hitler embarked upon 
this war he had in mind anything but the 
complete subjugation of the world, including, 
of course, Italy. World conquest, “Deutsch- 
land Ober Alles” is just as much the ignis 
fatuus of the Nazis now as i was in the old 
imperial days, ‘The ‘enslavement of the 











peoples of the world, rendered subservient to 
the alleged superior German race, is the sole 
aim of “Hitler's ambitions, and in the lust

found the great danger which confronts the 
democracies in Europe immediately and in 
the improbable event of German suecess the 
western hemisphere as well. 

‘Mr. Hull has made it quite plain that a 
Germany in control of the eastern littoral 
of the Atlantic would be a definite menace 
to South America and ultimately to the 
United States, and wise statesmanship 
dictates that every step shall be taken 
necessary {0 prevent any such situation 
coming about, His statement that “We (the 
United States) are still clinging to the form 
and tatters of neutrality, but are not going 
fo lot that chloroform us into a. false sense 
of security on national defenéo,” clearly. 
shows that Washington is fully apprised of 
the dangers attendant upon anything in the 
nature of final success for the Axis's arms, 
Nor will the United States condescend to any 
form of appeascment, realizing now how 
futile that policy has’ proved to be, Ulti- 
mately there can be no neutrality in such a 
struggle as this; there cannot even be a 
‘compromise between the different ideologies 
for, unless the doctrines which dominate the 
Axis Powers are completely wiped out, there 
fan be no peace. 

For that reason Mr, Hull cannot advise 
his fellow-countrymen to follow the suleldal 
course of Holland, Belgium and the other 
nations who have followed neutrality to 
thelr destruction, temporary it is believed but 
nevertheless destruction. ‘As he rightly say: 
withholding aid from Britain will not bring 
peace. Rather will it provide for the con- 
tinuation of war until the Axis's ambitions 
shall have been satisfied. ‘That is completely 
contrary to the best interests of the United 
States, and the whole of the western hemi~ 
sphere, for it would ultimately bring them 
face to face with forces not restrained by any 
consideration of law, or principle of morality, 
which fix no limits to their conquests and 
are desperately struggling now to seize con~ 
trol of the oceans as an essential means of 
achieving and maintaining thelr conquest. 
It is only through the clear vision of the 
Government of the United States and the 
legislature that their safety can be secure, 
and clarity of vision can only be demon- 
strated by a full realization of the perils 
which threaten the world, and adequate 
preparations to meet and remove them. 











MORE PAPER SUCCESSES 
Jan. 18, 

‘The sinking of HM, Southampton, and 
the damage to the Illustrious from a bomb 
in the Mediterranean hove been seized upon 
by the Halians as an opportunity to give 
themselves a frst class victory, for their 
news agency has the hardihood to claim that 
during the past six days the following 
British naval vessels have either been sunk 
‘or damaged:—four submarines, one battle- 
ship of £1,000 tons, three cruisers, two air 
craft carriers and three destroyers.’ ‘The lie 
is such a big one that even the German 
propaganda machine has up to the present 
been unable to swallow it, and that, as it 
is already well known, likes its lies on. the 
magnificent seale. That the combined Ger- 
man and Italian aeroplanes did secure 
some small success against the British 
Navy in the Mediterranean it would be idle 
to deny, but the loss of one cruiser, and 
damage to an aiteraft carrier, which was not 
enough to prevent her reaching port under 
her own steam, hardly provide enough 
ground for jubilation, ‘The fact of the 
matter is that Mussolini has been badly in 
want of a success to proclaim to his very 
war weary people, and the endeavour to 
transform a comparatively minor operation 
into a resounding triumph clearly demon- 
strates the length to: which absence of any 
success on Iand is foreing him. 

‘The appearance of the German afr arm in 
the Mediterranean had been expected for 
some time. That was obviously the reason 
for the transfer of German acroplanes to 
Halian bases, and it is to be believed that 
the Germans and Italians will endeavour to 
do from the air what Italy has been unable 
to do on the sea, namely, gain control of the 
Mediterranean. ‘It is anticipated that the 
struggle will become more important as the 
‘weeks puss, for only by cutting the British 
route “through the Mediterranean, and 
dividing the British lect in that sea can 
there be any possible hope of giving any 
real assistance to Marshal Graziant's forces 
who are in such dire straits. But it is one 
thing to make the .attempt, and something 
entirely different to prosecute it to a suecess- 
ful conclusion, and the enemy attempt to 
secure command of the air over the Medi- 
terranean-will-be very sternly fought by the 
substantial air forees which the British 
already have on the spot, 

‘The Aghting which has been going on in 
Libya clearly shows that the R.A. were 
in command of the air, even though it was 
quite easy for Italy to reinforce her machines 
‘on the spot by flights from southern Italy 
and Sicily. It may be that. German rein= 
forcements will tend somewhat to redress 
the balance, but the undoubtedly superior 
British machities and pilots will ensure that 
very large numbers of German planes will 
be ‘required to do so. If that Teads. to. a 

ion of German alr activity over 
if need be no occasion for surprise. 
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It may be confidently expected that the! 
RAF. will give just as good an account of 
itself over the Straits of Siclly as it did over| 
the English Channel, and the Germans will 
in all probability find that the effort which| 
they are being called upon to make to ex-| 
tricate Italy from the mess into which 
‘Mussolini has plunged her will place a very} 
considerable strain upon their resources. 
‘This scheme for aiding Italy is indeed an 
ambitious one, for it will necessitate a 
smooth flow ‘of personnel and supplies 
through tho Brenner Pass and along the: 
heavily Jaden Italian railway system to] 
Messina and Palermo which are already’ 
favourite targets of the RAF. 

"The British leet is not to be scared by the 
advent of the German air force into the 
Mediterranean. It has been able to deal with 
it in other waters quite successfully, and| 
there is no reason to believe that with the 
assistance of the RAF. it will not-be able] 
to repeat the performance there. Tt will 
require the greatest walchfulness and vigour’ 
in counter-aetion, but the British forces in. 
that part of the world, on sea, on land and| 
in the alr have given a striking demonstr 
tion of thelr capabilities, and will undoubted~ 
ly weleome the chance given them of taking 
another smack at the German air arm. What 
‘also ean be expected is that the RAF. 
operating out of Great Britain will also pay 
‘more attention to Italy, keeping, of course, 
the German air defences busy at the sime 
time, and from that point of view it may 
prove to be the case that Hitler being now 
Dbliged, like Mussolini has been, to thrust 
his head somewhat further out than he 
desires may in turn receive blows just as 
severe as has his partner. 























SINGER OF EMPIRE 
Jan, 18. 


‘The fact that today Is the anniversary of] 
‘Rudyard Kipling’s death recalls the thought 
that up to the present this war has brought 
to Great Britain no inspiring poet. ‘There 
were one oF {wo outstanding in the last great} 
struggle apart from Kipling, but there can} 
be little doubt that his minstrelsy was the] 
greater inspiration. It may be sald that war] 
needs no poetry; it fs true that it can be| 
Aispensed with, but singers of Empire, such| 
fas Kipling was, do play their part in the 
Hite of a nation, and an important one at] 
that. It is Interesting to recall some of the] 
things which he wrote in the Inst war at] 
its: commf@ncement:— 

For all we have and 
‘For all our children’ 
Stand up and take the war. 
‘the Hun is at the gate 
‘Our world has passed away 
Th wantonness o'erthrown. 
‘There's nothing left today 
"But steel, and fire, and stone'!...... 
No easy hope or lies 
‘Shall bring us to our goat, 
But iron sacridee 
‘Of body, will, and soul, 
‘There ig but one task for all— 
‘One lite for each to give, 
‘What stands it Freedom fall ? 
‘Who dies if England live ? 
It is true that Mr. Churchill in many of his 
speeches has repeated in splendid prose what] 
Kipling wrote nearly twenty-seven years ago, 
but it is well that such inspiring lines can be| 
remembered during this struggle against the 
jesser breeds without the law.” 

‘How many people read thelr Kipling today? 
Probably not many. Yet {t would do them| 
good to relearn abcut tha spirit of Empire] 
Which has made the British people what 
they are today. It wai faith in their mission 
and that quality of sturdiness which makes| 
‘the “poor little street bred people” the heroes| 
that they are today, which enables the British 
to stand up practically alone in an endeavour 
to save Europe and the world from the 
hideous thing which the enemy seeks to 
fashion for them, Could a better indictment 
‘of the enemy be found than in Kipling's| 
“Justico” written in 1918? 

‘A People and their King 
‘through ancient sin grown strong, 
+ Because they feared no reckoning 
‘Woulld set no bound to wrong: ~ 
But now thelr hour is past, 
‘And we who bore it find 
Evil incarnate held at last 
‘To answer {o mankind 
‘the achievement of 1918 is the promise of 
vietory in this war, when evil incarnate will 
be, brought to answer. 
For agony and spoil 
‘Of nations best 19 dust, 
For polsoned air and tortured soll 
‘And cold commanded lust. 

It Is not alone in words such as these that 
Kipling still talks to this present generation 
but even in the lines which he wrote in 
1910:— 

Who in the Realm today tays down dear life 

“for the sake of a land more’ dear? 

‘And, uneoncerned for his own estate, tolls tilt 

‘the last ridged sands have run? 

‘Let him approach, Tt ig proven here 

Our King asks nothing of any man more than 

+ Our King himself has done. 

‘There are some who would deny that Kipling] 
‘was a great poet. True much of his work! 
does not rise to.the heights, but as the bard| 
of Empire, as the singer of the songs of] 
free men, a a man who has seen so clearly’ 











the high privilege of being British, he stands 
well above his fellows. Perhaps the epic 
‘time through which Great Britain is passing 
might even defy him to portray. Pethaps| 
the sublimity of sacrifice which the common 
people are called upon to make for the sake 
of those things which men hold so dear, might 
defeat him, though his advice still holds 
‘good: — 
Go to your work and be strong, halting not 
in your ‘ways 
| Baulking’ the end halt-won for an instant 
‘dole of praise. 
Stand fo your work and be wise—certain of 
‘sword and pen, 
Who are neither children nor Gods, but 
men in a world of men. : 





PAUSE FOR THOUGHT 
Jan. 20. 


Despite the outbursts of the Japanese 
Press against Mr. Cordell Hull's testimony 
before the Foreign Relations Committee of the 
U, S, House of Representatives, the Japanese 
Government appears to have received it 
with considerable restraint, a sharp contrast 
with journalistic sabre rattling. Mr. Hull's 
ronouneements were necessary and justi- 
fable, for the time has long passed when per- 
hhaps less forthright statements would have 
served, and there cannot now be the slightest 
doubt ‘as to the real position in the Pacific. 
There is on the parts of Great Britain and 
the United States the keenest possible desire 
to maintain peace in this section of the world. 
There are also in Japan important circles 
animated with the same desire. ‘They are 
not at present in power. Instead a ‘elique 
of military extremists holds the reins, men 
who completely fail to realize the full signi 
leance of all the developments which have 
taken place since they were persuaded into 
entering into an alliance with the Rome- 
Berlin Axis. The story of the adroit manner 
in which German intrigue brought this about 
will doubtless make interesting reading at 
some future date. 

‘When, last August, Japan took that step it 
was largely predicated upon the assumption 
that the European war was practically all 
over but the shouting, and that Great Britain 
\would shortly be forced to her kmees. What 
has happened since completely discredits the 
political soothsayers who saw early Axis 
vietory. The Battle of Britain has meant no 
success for Hitler. In Albania the Italians 

ave been, and continue to be defeated. In 
Northern Africa they have met with major 
reverses and face even a greater one. In 
Maly German penetration is taking place to 
prevent a defeated Ttaly seeking a separate 
peace, while Hitler's frantic endeavours dur- 
{ng October to present the United States with 

1 fait accompli of a Europe united in a 
‘ew Order,” whatever that may mean, met 
with complete failure. On the other hand 
Great Britain’s feet are planted on the path 
of vietory, and with the mighty ald in 
materials from the United States that victory 
is assured. ‘The result is that what to the 
Japanese extremists looked a particularly good 
‘move in August last now turns out to be a 
development which has bound their country 
to'a creaky and very uneasy combination, 
and one which sooner oF later will face utter 

fc 

‘That is the position now. It is possible to 
make the allegation that so far as Japan is 
concerned it would also be the position in 
the event of a German victory. ‘The very 
areas on which the Japanese extremists cast 
such longing eyes in the Pacifie are equally 
fas desirable, and necessary to the Germans 
for economi¢ reasons which are plain for all 
men to see, Is it then to be believed for 
fone instant that a vietory-flushed Hitler 
would deal any more straightly with Japan 
than he obviously contemplates dealing with 
Mussolini? ‘The history of the man with his 
treachery, and knavery provides the answer. 
‘The Tripartite Alliance is, and was always 
intended to be a serap of paper, and in tact 
represents the paradoxical union of the high 
principles of bushido on the one hand with 
the despicable doctrines of dishonour, such 
as those which inspire Hitler and Mussolini, 
‘on the other. Consider for one moment how 
Hitler’ betrayed the Anti-Komintern Pact in 
August, 1939, because it sulted his evil pur- 
pose to do so, It is then possible to under 
stand the pig in a poke which German in- 
trigue with Japanese extremists succeeded in 
selling the Japanese nation. 

Fortunately there is no desire on the part 
of either Great Britain or the United States 
fo foree the pace in the Pacific. Indeed 
there is still a consistent searching for better 
relations with Japan, oven if in that search 
{it has been necessary to, speak with a certain 
amount of bluntness. It would have been 
the height of foolishness had not the two 
great democracies made it quite clear where 
‘they stand, a fact which the Japanese Press 
fails to appreciate though some in the Gov- 
ernment may. If prudent counsels were to 
prevail the world would see the Japanese 
Seeking (0. reorlent their policies, moving 
away {om the Axis which stands already 
Aiseredited, and adopting an attitude which 
‘would be more consistent with thelr best in- 
ferests. Obviously they cari expect nothing’ 
‘from Germany, or ltaly.In the event of thelr 
defeat, and more than certain that Japan 
‘would benef Itt in the very unlikely event 
of their winning the struggle in Europe. 





























Germany has almost entirely succeeded in 
Jeading Japan down the garden path, and the 
time has come for her to consider her posi- 
tion and commence retracing her steps. 





MORE MOBILIZATION 
Jan, 20. 

It is decidedly good news that the British 
Government has decided upon the compulsory 
mobilization of male civilians between the 
ages of 16 and 60 years for the purpose of 
dealing with incendiary bombs, as announced 
by Mr. Herbert Morrison, Minister for Home 
Security. If there is any criticism at all it 
can only be that this step should have been 
taken much earlier, but, now that it has come, 
it is very welcome. ‘These bomb fighters are 
not being asked to undertake anything very 
strenuous, for it is announced that they will 
be required to be on duty for 48 hours each 
month, which roughly means one night a 
‘week.’ That should create no hardship for 
anyone. At the same time it would mean 
that millions of men will at all times be 
available to deal with bombs immediately 
they fall, and at a time when they are easy 
to quench. It has been shown, since volun- 
teers for this work were asked for, that the 
incendiary bomb has lost much of its terror, 
and it is believed that with careful watching 
of housetops, and prompt action on the part 
of all concerned with their sand and buckets 
these incendiary bombs will soon have little 
more than a nuisance value, 

‘The decision of the Government is far 
more reaching than a mere expedient to meet 
@ particular emergency. It involves the re- 
cognition of the doctrine that all able bodied 
men have their duty to their country to per~ 
form along whatever lines the Government 
finds most necessary. Women have not been 
included in the scheme, though they are per- 
mitted to volunteer, but there cannot be 
any doubt that, if it were considered neces 
sary to do so, the same process of mobiliza- 
tion would be resorted to, Nor would the 
women object. The manner in which they 
have voluntarily responded to their country’s: 
call has been a matter of pride and joy to 
their menfolk, and there is not the slightest 
doubt that if’ the Government decided that 
‘compulsory service of all was wanted they 
would not hang back. It will be claimed 
by the enemy that in this mobilization Great 
Britain is merely taking a leaf out of Hitler's 
book. ‘That may be true to some extent, but 
‘the difference is imposing. It is being im- 
posed upon a free people willing and anxious 
to do everything necessary for their own 
defence, and not upon a nation reduced to 
brutish ‘servitude. It is accepted by people 
whose cyes are still fixed upon the star of 
freedom, not by those who neither see its 
light, nor are able to appreciate it, 

‘This mobilization of service, for that is 
what it 1s, may be the precursor of other 
mobilizations, which will be just as readily 
accepted. If'it is necessary to place all the 
resources of Empire under such mobilization 
‘the Government will not hesitate to make the 
move, nor the people to agree to it. If it 
becomes necessary to place the enormous 
‘wealth of Great Britain at the disposal of the 
Government in order to win this war it will 
‘be done. Great Britain is not bankrupt as 
the enemy would like to believe, but merely. 
short of Amercian exchange, which cannot, 
be remedied without damage to sterling ex~ 
change. It may become essential that the 
whole of the vast wealth of the British shall 
be conscripted to be used in the best way’ 
to serve British ends, and there is not a 
Briton worthy of that high name who would 
not consent, even though it would mean 
giving his all in the cause of victory. 

‘This present temper of the British comes. 
from full realization of the fact that were 
they to lose this war they would lose their 
freedom and their wealth. ‘The iniquitous 
Armistice terms imposed upon France, who 
is paying more for the German army of oc~ 
cupation than the yearly sums originally im- 
posed upon Germany under the Treaty of 
Versailles, are clear enough indication of 
what Germany would require. ‘The manner 
in which the occupied countries are being 
despoiled by fraud where possible, and by 
force when necessary leaves no doubts as to 
what would be the fate of Great Britain 
should Hitler ever succeed in winning this 
‘war of revenge and spoliation. It is because 
of this that the people of Great Britain will 
willingly assume every burden which the 
Government finds necessary to free them- 
selves and the rest of Europe from the in- 
cubus of the aggressor states. Only by the| 
utmost sacrifice will it be saved from rever~ 
sion to the savagery of the Dark Ages and 
the barbarities of the politically immature, 

















ABYSSINIA NEXT? 
Jan, 21. 


‘Whether the British offensive against the 
Italians in Abyssinia, Eritrea, Italian and 
British Somaliland has indeed begun remains 
to be seen, but the news, that British forces 
have driven the Italians ‘out of Kassala and 
cleared the Atbara valley of them, suggests 
that they have been thrown out of that por- 
tion of the Sudan which they occupied some 
months ago. ‘The number of Italian forces 
‘in north-east Africa has not been divulged, 
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though it has been suggested that it 1s some- 
‘where in the neighbourhood of 200,000. ‘That 
‘gure seems likely in view of the great need. 
of the Talians to maintain suficient strength 
to hold the irredentist Ethiopian chieftains in 
subjection, which they have not been wholly 
‘successful’ in doing, and to offer some sort 
of resistance when’ the time comes for the 
British to attack. In the early stages of the 
‘war the Italians besides capturing British 
Somaliland, made some advance info Kenya 
reaching as far south as Buna and El Wak, 
and driving into the Sudan at Kassala and 
Gallabat. Despite the comparatively small 
British forces on the spot at the time the 
Italians preferred. to play a waiting game, 
apparently proving the truth of the assertion 
that they were reluctant to attack in any 
place unless assured of an overwhelming 
superiority in men and material. 

For quite a considerable period they 
undoubtedly had that, but the British 
following the policy adopted in Egypt bided 
their time, reinforcing their troops, and pre- 
paring for the day when they could com 
mence the attractive task of throwing the 
Ttalians out of their Jerry-built empire, ‘There 
‘seems to be some ground for’ believing that 
ad the Italians undertaken an energetic 
offensive some months ago they might have 
been able to embarrass the British, but in all 
probability the great restraining factor was 
the fact that while immense supplies had 
been accumulated in north-east Africa, they 
could not be replenished, and an offensive 
which did not secure a decisive result would 
have led to a wastage which could not be 
repaired against the time when they would 
bbe obliged to revert to the defensive. Mean= 
while the British had not been idle with 
regard to the Ethiopians themselves, An 
army, mission penetrated Abyssinia for the 
purpose of training those who were anxious 
to continue the struggle against the Italians: 
in the Sudan numerous refugee Ethiopians 
have been trained in the art of modern war. 
‘Thus better taught and well~equipped the 
Ethiopian levies fighting beside the British 
will not be the people whose only reply to 
Italian bombs and gas were antiquated rifles, 
‘and spears, but men thoroughly trained to 
‘meet warfare entirely novel to them when 
the Italians first commenced the rape of 
Ethiopia. 

‘When the great bravery of the Ethiopians 
displayed against the highly equipped 
Italians is remembered, it is apparent that 
the latter will be faced with men better able 
now to give a good account of themselves and 
inspired with a desire for revenge for the 
hideous atrocities which the Italians inflicted 
upon their fellows. Unenviable as the lot 
of the Italians will undoubtedly be, it must 
not be thought that the British and their 
allies will have anything in the nature, of a 
walk-over, if the Italians have enough 
stomach for a fight, To get at them the 
British will have to move over trackless land 
and difficult country, while the retreat of 
the Italians will be, facilitated by the ex- 
cellent roads which they have constructed 
since occupation of the country. ‘Thus th 
‘way to Eritrea and Italian Somaliland will 
be made easy for them, while their pursuers 
will have all their work cut out to keep pace 
with them. ‘There is a suggestion that in the 
highlands ‘the Italians may seek to make a 
stand, but they will be hampered by the 
fact that they will be fighting in a country 
completely hostile to them, and faced by the 
fanatically brave Ethiopians who will be able 
to harass them in the rear and along the 
flanks of their retreat. In the light of these 
facts it may very well be that the plight of 
the Italians in Abyssinia may prove to be 
even worse than in Libya. While in the 
Jatter ateo there is a possibility of some slight 
reinforcements trickling oversea to Marshal 
Graziani, the Italians in Ethiopia are entirely 
cut off, and, though the tasie of the British 
in dealing with them may be somewhat more 
dificult, it is humanly speaking impossible 
to see any other fate for them than ultimate 
‘and inevitable defeat, Then will come to an 
Inglorious end the ‘much vaunted Tlatian 
Empire secured at the cost of so many lives, 
‘and so much money. Mussolini has indeed 
not been governing his people wisely.

‘The latest mails have brought some in- 
teresting examples of Nazi propaganda in the 
United ‘States of America. Among the best 
produced is a weekly issued under the title 
of “Facts in Review,” which shows a number 
ff pictures of conditions in Germany which 
eannot have been sent over the wires or over 
the ‘air, since. they are much 00 clearly 
printed to be mistaken for radio photos. The 
pletures do not illustrate: any of the damage 
‘which has been done by the R.A.F. in its 
Talds over Germany, for the weekly denies 
that any damage worth mentioning has ever 
occurred. But they do show certain aspects 
‘which are alleged to be of present day Ger= 
man life which tend to contradict generally 
widespread impressions which have been 
reinforced in the mind of the world by the 
eclarations of the leaders of the Naat 
ministry. "As an example, it may be quoted 
that special emphasis Is laid upon the part 
played by religion in Nazi Germany. Con- 
sidering that the only really violent critles 
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of religion in Germany have so-far been the 
Nazis themselves, there can be no objection 
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to this, But it proves that the Nazis are 
conveniently able fo adapt their points of 
view to the points of view of the people they 
desire to impress, without violating what in 
other circles might have been termed their, 
conscience. ‘The general tenour of this pro~| 
paganda is, however, of a much higher! 
standard than that which Dr. Goebbels, by! 
his own ulteranees, has led “the world to 
expect. There is, in fact, a feeling that there| 
might be something in these arguments after’ 
all—until one comes across one of the more| 
patent les which “vitiates the value of the| 
whole effort. °, 

‘This sort of propaganda quotes a com- 
muniqué of the Nazi High’ Command to the 
effect: “Certainly no one in Germany ex. 
peels every bomb to miss its target. 
With this introduction the reader is deceived 
into believing that’ some admissions are 
about {a be made. The admissions made in 
this particular communiqué can be sum-| 
marized as follows:—The total of British 
bombs dropped on German objectives was 
8,700 explosives and 14,500 incendiaries| 
during September and October of last year. 
Of these from fifty to sixty per cent. fell on 
‘open flelds, and from twenty to twenty-five: 
per cent. on residential districts, where 
number of houses were damaged and some: 
civilians killed and injured, ‘The remaining. 
fifteen {o thirty per cent, fell on docks, traffic 
areas, industrial, military and other vital 
points, but left ‘the German armament in- 
fustry vitally ‘unaffected. “Aeeording. to 
the communiqué, some of the more important. 
targets hit and ‘destroyed by British bombs 
were: a lumber “yard in Berlin. 5,000 
gallons of gasoline,.a small paper factory, and 
‘a few warehouses’ which were burned down 
in one of the seaports. Take note that these 
are among the “more important” targets hit, 
‘The implication is that whatever else suffered 
is negligible. 

‘There vemains an important fact which the 
Nazis nave to account for, if thelr estimate 
ofthe damage is anything like correct, and’ 
that is the reason why large portions of the 
population of the Ruhr district have had to 
‘be evacuated to other parts of the Reich and 
even to some of the occupied areas in 
France. The necessity for such an evacua~ 
tion-fs not reconcileable with the claims that. 
almost no damage has been done. But the| 
merit of this Ikind of propaganda can be much 
mote assessed when some of the other claims: 
are examined, In an article on the quality. 
of German aireraft, which is said to be higher’ 
than the quality of any other aiferaft in the 
world, a writer states that one Nazi plane 
few 75 miles and landed successfully at its 
base after its tail had been shot off by anti- 
aiveraft fire. Numerous other instances of 
miraculous flying by planes which had been 
heavily damaged by British anti-aireraft fire 
are given in the same article, but none is. 
quite to so far fetched as this one. Accord 
ing to the statement, a plane. with nothing 
but its wings and part of its fuselage man~ 
aged to find its way home to its base and 
make a smooth and safe londing. When one 
comes across a statement like this in the, 
midst of an otherwise apparently reasonal 
article, one may be pardoned by stopping! 
short ‘ond going through the data one has: 
previously read with a little more care. ‘This 
‘second perusal is worthwhile in the case of 
this type of propaganda, but under it the 
most apparently plausible claims are shown 
to be quite impossil 

‘This kind of thing can be ranked as next 
best to the truth in any kind of propaganda. 
It contains just as much of the real facts. 
as fo make it readable. Nevertheless it 
eannot be compared with the frankness 
which characterizes the British Air Ministry's 
communiques, the worth of which has been 
testified to and checked by many foreign cor- 
respondents. It is, of course, impossible for. 
1a foreign correspondent to assess the damage 
done by British planes over Hamm or Duis- 
berg. But foreign correspondents can check 
on the claims made by the Air Ministry in- 
sofar as they concern fighting immediately 
over the British Isles and the damage done 
to industrial centres. They can compare the| 
‘openness with which they are invited to in- 
spect this damage with the conducted tours| 
held in Germany. when ‘the authorities there 
consider them to be of value. And they can 
make the necessary deductions,

‘The “Good Risk” 


‘Under the sime title the "North-China Daily 
News” on December 7. commented upon the 
‘statements made by Mr. Jesse Jones, chairman 
of the USS. Reconstruction Finance Corporation, 
‘and Mr, Henry Morgenthau, the Secretary of 
the U.S. Treasury, that these were no times to 
‘use Jnsuranee terms in relation to the crisis 
‘whieh faces the world’s demoeracies. It is In- 
teresting, therefore, to note that similar re- 
actions, only more violent, occurred in the 
‘American press. “Time Magazine” of December 
16 describes the reaction as a roar of indigna~ 
‘on—but not at the thought of a loan to Eng- 
Jand. The indignation was against the treatment 
of assistance to Britain as a financial matter at 
‘all, ‘The realization seemed to be widespread 
that the question of assistance to Britain was 

of minor Importance beside the question of 
survival of democratic ideals. ‘The “Christian 
Selence Monitor” declaimed that the United 
States must not think in terms of risk. ‘The 
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‘This, the testimony of an American editor, 
seems to cover the position at present being 
‘examined in the United States Congress so com= 
pletely that nothing more is left to be said. 





Hitler’s Main Problem 


‘The increasing boldness of the opposition to 
the Nazis which is being shown in many of the 
‘occupied countries ean be taken as a symptom 
fof what will eventually be the cause of the 
collapse of all Hiller’: conquests. Without in- 
tending to do so, the Nazis are steadily cement- 
{ng the unity of those nations which they un~ 
detmined in the years before thé war. And it 
fg sllll a truism that, in the words of the great 
German strategist Clausewitz —albelt of Polish 
origin—that no country can be conquered unless 
‘there is internal disunity within it. The actions 
of the Nazig in Norway, Holland and Belgium 
have often been incredibly stupid, when this 
truism is taken into consideration. Their clumsy 
attempts to set up puppet governments have 
done nothing to assist their cause; on the con~ 
trary they have usually aroused the resentment 
‘of the people they were designed to delude, and 
have resulted in greater opposition to the Nazi 
influence. During the last few days there have 
been cables from widely separated districts 
testifying to the truth of this assertion. From 
Czechoslovakia was reported a remarkable bleat 
by Baron von Neurath, the “protector” of that 
country, to the effect’ that the Czechs. simply 
‘would hot consent to be made slaves, In Nor- 
way deflance of the Nazi decrees is every day 
becoming more open. In Holland, where there 
appears to be a very large concentration of Ger- 
‘man troops, resistance is necessarily chiefly of 
the underground variety. From that quarter 
‘comes an interesting tale which Hlustrates what 
the Nazis are up against. All celebrations of 
‘Queen Withelmina’s birthday were banned by 
the Nazis. The ban was outwardly observed. 
Nevertheless on the evening of the day large 
‘crowds ussembled in one of the publle places 
in one of Holland's largest cities and waited in 
silence until a plane flew overhead and drop- 
ped red, while and blue fares—the colours of 
the Netherlands flag—and followed these by a 
lage orange flare—the colour of the reigning 
house, These flares dropped, the crowd peace 
fully went home to bed. The significance of this 
Ineldent lies in the fact that so many thousands 


















‘of Hollanders knew that it was going to happen, 


whereas the Nazi oppressors did not know a 
thing about it until too late, How can the Nazis 
hope for permanent conquest of a people like 
this? 


The Mirror Maker 


It may not be clear to many, but Mussolini 
claims It as a fact that Iatian communiques are 
“perfect mirrors of truth” because he personally 
supervises them. The confirmed cynic. will pro- 
fess to see a non sequitur in the argument 
‘Somewhere, but quite obviously he has not hed 
the benent of Fascist discipline where truth 
nly truth when the Leader so declares it. The 
thought arises from reading the longer accounts 
‘of the speech Mussolini made on November 19 
{ast when addressing provincial representatives 
of the Fascist Party in the Palazzo Venetia on 
the fitth anniversary of the League of Nation's 
Imposition of sanctions against Italy.

‘There is most certainly going to be no peace

be able to stop us." 

‘This was uttered at a time when the 


Greeks had driven the Halians out of Grocce 
‘and wore hammering them at Koritza, Since 
then the Italians have progressed backwards in 
thelr onslaught upon that gallant little country, 
‘and if the Italians ever are to break the Greek 
back, it may be remarked in the words of a 
very’ vulgar comic song of some forty years ago 
thar “They've got = long way to go." ‘The boast 
that the English. will not be able to stop the 
Talians is perfectly true. They have shown a 
turn of speed urged on by the Grecks in Albania, 
they succeed Jn bolling from the British Navy’ 
in the Mediterranean, and it takes the British 
forces all their time fo keep up with the Italian 
relreat in northern “Africa. Il Puce maker of 
the ‘mirrors of truth certainly sald something 
when he made that remark.

‘A. sudden flare-up. of” military 
activity around Tehang, resulting in 
fairly bitter.

‘The French were report 
ed. busy’ fortitying the place, “with 
confidence that the Siamese ‘troops 
vould not be able to eross the mile- 
Wide Mekong and attack it succes 
fully. 

‘The French withdrawal, however, 
exposed along strip of southern 
Laos and northern Cambodia, west 
of the Mekong River, from the point 
Where the Mekong ceases to be: the 
boundary between IndosChina and 
‘Thalland, southward for a hundred 
miles. 

‘Meanwhile, General Mordant, new 
French Commander-in-Chief, is 
tunderstood to have proceeded to 
Cambodia on Wednesday night for an 
Inspection of French troops and do 
fences in that province, He was ex:

In every 
eato the curve Is rising. or, to put 
ft into. ‘current’ phraseology, the 
Society has made substantial advances 
fon every front. ‘This must ‘be con- 
sidered "a magnificent "achievement, 
especially when we take into account 
the exiremely "adverse "conditions 
that have prevailed in Shanghal, 
China and the world at large during 
‘he past three and a half years. Tt 
Jg something of which we can ail feel 
Sustly proud. 

‘The importance of the Society in 
‘the cullural feta "in China today 
cannot “be over-estimated, for, owing 
{fo'the terrible events of the. period 
‘shee hosllities troke out in this 
country, it is almost the only major 
Institution of its kind eatering to the 
general public now teft in what is 
termed "Occupied China 

“The most important items 1 have 
to report for 1040 are, perhaps, the’ 
successful working of ihe agreement 
{for mutual cooperation between the 
Society and the International Institute

‘Shanghai, Jan. 16. 

Large groups of Chinese reguiar| 
troops are being rushed to occupied| 
areas in Cheklang and Kiangsu.and| 
hey will: soon penetrate into "the 
neighbourhood of Shanghai prepara- 
tory to 2 possible counter offensive 
during the spring, states a report 


from occupied districts, the report| 
states that already a large number: 
of Chinese troops has reached the 
western bank of the Tai Lake from 
‘west Chekiang. 

‘These Chinese soldiers wear good| 
uniforms and are well armed with| 
all modern weapons including evon 
heavy guns, ‘The vanguards of whe. 
army have reached the vicinity of| 
Wuhing where Japanese soldiers are 
said to have relired. Sporadic fight- 
fing has broken out in these regions. 
Between Chinese and Japanese troops.| 
‘The Chinese have built defence works 
and have begun attacking the Japan- 
ese while clearing the area of bandits, 
One notorious bandit is sald to have 
been executed by the newly arrived 
Chinese troops. 

‘The area under the control of the 
apanese on the western bank of 
Tai Hu has been decreased owing to. 
the expansion of the Chinese force, 
it is sald, and Chinose national flags 
are holsted wherever Chinese troops 
‘are found. 


Skirmishes Reported 


The report indicates that Chinese 
troops continue to pour into west| 
Chekiang and recently they engaged 
the Japanese in skirmishes as the 
Chinese wanted {o relake several oc- 
cupied villages near Kashan (on the 
‘Shanghai-Hangchow Railway near 
Kaishing). Ina battle fought on 
January’ 9 in Taochwang, a village in 
Kashan, 26 Japanese soldiers are 
claimed to have been killed. 

Informed Chinese circles attach 
importance to this report in view of 
the reported withdrawal of the New 
Fourth Route Army from the easter 
front as ordered by Chungking re- 
cently. Tt would appear that follow- 
Ing the withdrawal of the Chinese 
“Rea” army from Cheklang and! 
Kiangsu, fresh Chinese troops are be- 
ing sent to the provinces.

Health Report of 
F.M.C. Issued

‘The report, which is the result of the first part of the work of the 
Sub-Cominittee recommending ways. and means of obtaining in- 
creased. municipal revenue estimated at about $5,400,000 from the 
souree of licence fees, has been adopted by the Economy!Committee. 


‘The majority. of the recommenda- 
tong pertaining to liceuee fees with 
whieh’ the reports deals exclusively 
hhave ‘been adopted by the Counell 
and placed before the ratepagers by 
Ineorporation in Resolution No. 3, 
which will be moved at the Special 
Meeting of ratepayers on January 23.

An official of the Price Tnvestiga- 
tion’ Department of the Shangha 
Munieipal Counell yesterday stated 
that with the wider powers enjoyed

Murdered 


Shanghai, Jan. 21 

Terrorists struck again yesierday 
morning at 10.30 when Mr. Tong Yu, 
‘well-known Chinese lawyer, with 
his offtee at 89 Foochow Road, was 
shot dead by an unidentified gunman 
just as he was leaving his home. at 
No, 2 Lane, 188 Route Delastre, a few 
steps from Toute Frelupt.

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Crime On Increase in 


French Concession 


Shanghai, Jan. 17. 

The report of the French Police 
for the month of December shows a 
‘light inerease in criminal cases, 
‘armed robberies being the most pre- 
valent, Police action, intensified in 
the past several months, has been 
responsible for the Increase of ar 
rests during the month. 

‘There were four murders and two 
attempts during the month, only one 
fof them having political background, 
this being the assassination “of M. 


33] a'Hfooghe, who was killed ‘on Decom- 


ber 16 at the time he was entering 
hhis house. ‘The other three murders 
had ‘been committed during armed 
robberies. In the first case, an old 
woman was. killed by a ‘eriminal 
‘gang, at the instigation of her amah, 
‘The ‘house was then robbed by the 
gang. After a fow weeks of Investi- 
Bations, the amah and the whole gang 
‘were arrested and convicted. 

In the second ease, a bank man- 
ager was fatally wounded by a frlend, 
who wanted to rob him, while a shop 
owner was shot dead in the third 
ease when he atlempled to ralse an 
‘alarm. 

‘A Chinese doctor was shot in his 
home by one of his clients, who wax 
‘arrested on the spot and Tater con- 
fessed to having Killed the man out 
of revenge, 

‘An attempt was made on the per 
son of Sergeant Roby of the French 
Police, when he wanted to search 
4 suspicious-looking character in the 
street. ‘The Chinese fired a shot at 
the policeman, but failed to hit him. 
He way wounded and arrested. 

Five coses of kidnapping were ine 
vestigated by the French Police in 
December, “The first occurred on 
Route Ghi:i where a young school- 
boy was abducted at the time he was 
eyeling to school, Another gchool~ 
boy way kidnapped on Route Dufour 
when he was golng to school in a 
rickshaw. “The third vielim was a 
child of five, abducted from an alley- 
way in Avenue Joffre. ‘The case was 
reported to the Police after the par- 
ents of the child had -pald $000. to 
the kidnappers.

Police. Two Chinese men, one in 
foreign employ, the other connected 
with a rice hong, were kidnapped by

SPECIAL memorial service for: Lord -Baden-Powell was held 
in the Holy Trinity Cathedral yesterday under the auspices of 
the Shanghai Boy Scouts and Girl Guides Associations, the church 
being filled by children come to honour their former leader and 


founder of their organization, 


‘Tribute was paid to the great scout 


by Dean Trivett in his sermon, one of many tributes paid all over 


the world, 


Local scouts, guides, wolf-cubs and brownies turned 


out in force, presenting their flags in the church. Dean Trivett 
conducted the service, being assisted by the Rev. P. C. Mathews 


and the Rev. C, W. Allan. 


‘The service opencd at 3 p.m, the 
scouts and guides assembling outside 
the Cathedral before marching in, 
Colour parties placed thelr flags in a 
stand by the side, of Mr, W. C. 
Cassels, “the Scout’ “Commissioner, 
taking them again when the service 
was over. A hymn, “O God, our 
help in ages. past” was followed by 
the General Confession and psalm, 
‘The First Lesson was then read by 
Mr. W, C, Cassols, being followed by 
a hymn dnd the second lesson, read 
by Mr. A, H, Gordon, Deputy ‘Com- 
missioner’ of’ the Shanghai Scouts, 
Prayers and another hymn preceded 
Dean Trivett's address, the service 
closing with “Abide with me; fast 
falls the eventide;” and the Benedie- 

Dean ‘rivett's address follows:— 








“Finally brethren, whatsoever 
things are truc....think’ on these 
things, “Those things which ye have 





both “learned, and received, and 
heard, and seen in Me, do: and the 
God of peace shall be with you, 
Philippians 4, 8-9. 

“L can think of no more suitable 
words than these to introduce my 
remarks this afternoon as we gather 
to honour the memory and thank 
God for the life and witness of the 
gallant soldier who was the great 
Chief—the founder—and the ideal 
‘of the Boy ‘Scout Movement. We 
‘come not in a spirit of sadness, but 
of roverent and grateful pride to 
thank God for a long and full and 
rich life spent in the service of God, 
of King and country and of a world 
‘movement among young people. We 
come in affectionate xemembrance 
of a great leader and an unselfish 
Christian gentleman, ...Lord Baden 
Powell of Gilwell, “ceane, ocv.0., 
KeCDy UD, 

“Baden-Powell was the son of a 
Church of England clergyman, one 
of the youngest of 14 children, and 
the youngest of seven sons. He was 
educated at Charterhouse Here he 
held a foundation scholarship, Finish- 
ing at Charterhouse, he sat for the 
army examination and “passed in” 
successfully, It was a profession 
eminently ‘suitable to his gifts, 
Energy, ability and good fortune 
combined to secure for him unusual 
opportunities and rapid promotion. 
He was a cavalryman and at the un- 
usually early age of 60 had attained 
to the highest post in that branch of 
His Majesty's Services, Inspector 
General of Cavalry, with the rank 
of Licut.Genorat, "Completing his 
tenure of office, he was persuaded to 
take command’ of a territorial divi- 
sion, but already his interest had 
een caught by the possibilities of 
a new movement just beginning, and 
inspired by his own life and words 

Scouting for boys, King Edward 

‘was deeply interested in. the 
now movement and in the latter paft 
of the year 1007 allowed Baden- 
Powell fo resign the army in. order 
that he might give his full time to 
this work among boys and young 


mien, 
“Second Life” 


“In his autoblography Baden 
Powell describes this as the begin- 
ing of what he calls his second life, 
‘and since it is in hhis second life that 
we are primarily interested this 
afternoon, and perhaps there are 
‘seme fow hore who know as little 
about the facts as T.did unill a short 
time ago, Jet me give you a thumb 
nail sketch of the riso and growth 
Of the assoclation to which he de- 
voted the balance of his lite, 1903 
is generally recognized as the year 
fone of the Boy Scout association, 
since in that year the first troop was 
formed—the ist Birmingham ‘Troop. 
It would be quite correct to say that 
‘the movement spread like wild fire 
throughout Britain and to the regions 
beyond. So rapid was ils spread that 
on the 2ist birthday of the associa 
-tlon 42 nations were represented at 
a great Jamboree held at Birming- 
ham ‘when no fewer than 50,000 
seouts participated, 

“It {s impossible to over-estimate 
the debt the association owes to its 
founder. Not only in those early 
years was he the life and soul of 
the movement, he was as well. its 
prophet and legislator, He defines 
the aims he set before himsele in his 
autobiography, namely, to improve 














, 


the standard of future citizenship 
especially in character and health. 
He wrote the text-book of the Asso- 
clation “Scouting for Boys”—an ex- 
tremely clever book. In it the author 
fs revealed as a keen student of 
human nature endowed with unusual 
{insight info child psychology, Scout- 
ing as he explained it was a wonder- 
ful new game with something of the 
romantic. spirit and the code of 





honour of the Knights of King 
Arthur's table, 
igh Ideals 
“With high ideals and knightly 


chivalry is combined the craft and 
lore of the pioneer and the scout, 
Tis members ‘are distinguished by a 
secret and peculiar sign, and bound 
by rules of courage and’ chivalry, of 
cheerfulness and usefulness. All ‘the 
‘Association stands for is summed up 
in the Scout Iaw—a positive law with 
no “don'ts” init. A scout Is one 
who is to be trusted, loyal and true, 
a friend to all, courteous, obedient, 
cheerful at all times, one who smiles 
‘and whistles under all dimeulties, 
fone who is thrifty and clean in 
thought and word and deed, as friend 
to animals, 

‘“L sald in my opening remarks that 
Beden-Powell was _not only the 
founder and Chief Scout, but in his 
fe and character embodied the ideal 
of The Movement. In what he was 
tnd did he gave an example of what 
the true scout should be. This 
thought was impressed upon me as 
Tread the pages of his autobiography. 
He was a gallant unassuming soldier, 
fa clever scout, a man of initiative 
and resouree, a man of amazing ver~ 
sality; a man Joyal, true and unselfish, 
‘8 Christian gentleman, 

"Let me Suggest one of two illu 
trations to show how his life mani- 
fests his own living out of the Scout 
Taw he teaches others, Take this 
rule: “A scout is loyal to the King, 
hig country, his oMfcers....to those 
under him.” And the gailant soldier 
we remember today: was all those 
things. His years of soldiering were 
spent in practising loyalty in all his 
relationships with those above and 
below him, india, Ashanti, Matabele- 
land, Mafeking, ‘South Africa and 
England all tell'tho story of a trusted 
Jeader, a Gne commander, a true 
frlend, a loyal comrade, Baden Po- 
well modelled his life on that of the 
Knights of old, and set that ideal be- 
fore all who would be true scouts. 
‘That code of Knightly chivalry in- 
cluded honour, self-discipline, ‘cour- 
tesy and a selfiess sense of duty and 
service, all under the guidance of re- 
1igion. 














Obedience to Orders 


Here, is another. “A scout obeys 
orders!" ‘The Chiet Scout was for 
thirty years a soldier and obedience 
to orders is the first lesson a soldier 
must learn. His life is one long illus- 
tration of it. He kmew what it 
‘meant to oboy, without _question- 
ing and without procrastination, 
Or again, “A scout is a friend of| 
animals."’ Only one who loved ani- 
mals could be a good cavalryman, and 
Baden-Powell was supremely good; 
indeed, he scoms to have been one 
‘of those happy, people who love 
‘animals and are loved and trusted by 
‘them, Whether it happened to be his 
horsts, his pet panther or Algernon, 


“I have kept the best until Inst.” 
“A scout must be useful....he must 
be prepared”. In his auioblograph 
Baden-Powell refers repeatedly to his| 
“good luck” and “good fortune,” to 
it he attributes his rapid promotion 
‘and the unusual opportunities  of| 
service he enjoyed in various theatres 
‘of war; but good luck seldom comes 
‘to those who have not prepared them- 
selves to recoive it; and this was 
abundantly true in the ease of this, 
gallant soldier. You who play games 
kmow what I mean...‘The man oF boy 
who is lucky enough to secure the 
pass and carry it across the line for 
1 fouch-down, most often recelves the 
call beeause ‘he has been alert and 
‘eager in getting to that position where 
‘a pass might be expected. And one 
cannot read the life of Baden-Powell 
without reeling that what he calls his 
good luck and good fortune are really 
the result of his keeness and fore- 








sight and preparedness.

‘One feels that the same foresight and 
Preparation went into scouting. Its| 
developments never took him by sur- 
prise. He had a policy and a plan’ 
ready for each and every: emergency. 
He was a true scout, an example to) 
all, A scout must be ‘prepared. ‘That 
is your motto—your watchword. ‘You 
must be resourceful, self-reliant, 
‘obedient and when the opportunity 
offers take it. It means you must 
ay attention to both precept and 
practice. The scout must be prepared 
to use his head as well as his hands, 
to forget self in the service of others, 
‘One word and I have finished. We 
‘are met to thank God for the life and. 
witness and unselfish service of one 
who was a great soldier—a great 
scout and a great Christion gentle 
man, Badlen-Powell never. feared a 
new experience, nor met it unpre- 
pared; and Tam sure that he was 
Teady’ for the last great experience 
and that he went down prepared and 
‘unafraid into the valley of the shadow 
of death. If T were choosing on 
epitaph for him 1 would choose that 
which John Buchan puts into the 
mouth of his friend ‘to read over 
the grave of one of the most gallant 
soldiers of literature—Picler Pinnear. 
‘Those immortal words trom Pilgrim's 
Progress: “Then said he, “I am| 
going to my Father’s;and though with, 
great dimeulty I am get thither, yet 
how I do not repent of all the trouble 
Thave been at fo arrive where I am.

‘Tenants have been chart 
ed municipal rates on increased ¥¢ 
teach increase has at once been fol- 
lowed by a SMC, debit note on 
the néw scale with the result that 
tenants will have to pay three, four, 
five, times and even’ more in’ taxes 
‘than they did in 1989, 


While this was going on ‘ owner- 
occuipied properties were stilt paying 
rates on the basis of the assessment 
of 1997, ‘This means that a large 
office building ocoupied by the owner, 
or a bank, or a factory, or a godown 
or a hotel and even residences paid 
for the last half of 1940 fust 60 per 
cent, more in. taxes than before the 
ineréase, And during the last half 
(of 1940 the tenants actually paid two 
to three times their former tax.

evictions ore not easily obtainable 
have been forced to agree to increased 
rentals rather than vacate, and are 
thus now forced to pay rales assessed 
‘many times the 1937 figure. ‘The In- 
Justice of this aystem is that while 
‘the SMC. calls it a rate Tssessment 
of 47 per cent, it is in fact in most 
eases an Increase of several hundred 
er cent. 

‘The present method of assessing

‘The 
result of this, as already stated, was 
that with a nominal increase of rates 
by 50 per cent. the tenants have 
actually been paying 200 per cent. 
more than in 1939 or even higher. 
‘The Counel’s attitude to appeals 
against these increases has not been 








.| sympathetic, T have seen files thick 


with correspondence with the oc-| 
eupler of a flat who queried the 
justice of one of the increases (he 
had one each quarter). Sometimes 
it was only a small increase but the 
Counell’ was adamant even when as 
fn one case the extra was $5 in a 
‘quarter. This would seem to prove 
that the Counell needed the money 
‘and also that they were fully aware 
‘of the rental situation besides having’ 
the staff to go into the matter in 
the fullest detail, 

Tt nothing is done at this meeting’ 
to regulate the status of these ten- 
‘ants many will in 1941 have to pay. 
five times thelr 1929 tax; who knows. 
how much more? There is no know- 
Ing how far the greed of the land- 
lords may go? There is thus 
amendment to protect tenants against 
too great an increase. 

‘Chinese Tenauts—These are pro:

it docs not work oul, we are all 
aware of the dreadful squeezing of

For the time being it seems that the 
Couneit cannot increase rental assess~ 
‘ments on this class and therefore 
they have escaped and will continuo| 
{o escape the rise in rates which has 
been experienced by foreign tenants. 
Perhaps. something can be done to 
ut affairs on an equal footing but 
‘with conditions in China as confused 
a8 they are it may be very dificult. 
Owner Occupiers—This is a very 
important elass and is made up very’ 
largely of the great firms, banks, 
utility companies, Even with the 
1937 ‘assessment as a basis, and ‘this 
‘assessment is obviously much {00 low, 
it made up 15 per cent. of the total 
assessment. But, though foreign tend| 
fants have had io feel the pinch of 
high rents, and on top of this in-

‘be judged from a few instances. A| 
residence that would today let sor 
$1,000 per month is paying rates on 
$140 (there are many cases like this).

‘effective from January 1 and on elght| 
properties while no two were alike 
the aggregate was an increase in 
valuation of about 80 per cent. Thus 
the figure of 40 per ‘cent. which is 
Proposed in the amendment may be. 
too low, it Is unlikely to. be -exact 
in any case but T would suggest that 

soon as the assessment comes out 
accounts be adjusted between the 
ratepayer and the Counell’ thus 
making the action restrospective and 
fair to both sides. I have been told 
that there are legal diMculties in the 
way of this but T am afraid that 
cannot understand them, 

‘As a further instance of the: 
amounts that are involved in this} 
‘matter 1 can cite the case of one 
firm, perhaps one of the largest here. 
On ail its property, if assessed up to 
full market rates, T caleulate that its 
‘ill from the Council will come to 
‘over $10,000 per month more than 
would be the ease if no change ii 
assessment takes place. This has 
‘only to go on for a few months for 
there to be a serious loss to. the 
Counell. And this is not by any 
means ‘the largest property-owner 
‘though it is a huge organization, 1! 
eannot see why these people who are 
better able to afford $10,000 than 
many of the tenants $100 should 
escape for one more day. 

‘There might be considered to be 
‘one more class and that is those who 
live in Hongkew, Boone Road, ete. 1 
gather that the actual rentals in this 
neighbourhood are still below the 
1937, assessment though not very 
much, This class therefore has not 
sulfered from higher taxation more 
than anyone else, They aro still do- 
prived of certain amenities, trams for 
‘example, 

‘Land Tax—It is suggested that| 
undeveloped land be charged on an 
inereased scale. Land values ox- 
pressed in local dollars have gone

‘adjustment account, and, also, in 
view of the abnormally "long. time 
that our midget companies take to 
present thelr accounts after the end 
of each working year, it is not un- 
Feasonable to assume ‘that the com: 
pany has already in this financial 
year earned in profits suicient to 
ay’ the proposed, final dividend for 
fast. year. 

‘The almost certain future fate of 
hhuge reserves is likely to be a loss 
because of devaluation of foreign 
currencies, and/or partial or total 
confiscation by governments, by 
taxation or capital levy. In any’ case, 
the experience of reserves. held in 
the past is nota happy one, and 
shareholders. will probably be! sur 
prised if they will look up the re- 
cords of the various companies and 
see how much reserve capital has 
been ‘Tost. 

It should be remembered that all 
shoreholders are not large capitalists 
‘and that extra dividends are usually 
ut Info circulation to the benefit | 
Of the individual and’ also of the 
‘general public, whereas these large 
reserves will be helpful mostly only 
to the banks who will have more of 
‘our own money to lend us at high 
rates 

It may be, of course, as it has been 
‘suggested to me, that the agents and 
‘directors wish to be certain of their 
fees and expenses over the next det 
cades—but I would not know any- 
thing about that. 

Lest there be any confusion due 
to the fact that there are exchange 
restrictions, I might add that only. 
a limited ‘amount. of exchange. can 
be transmitted to Shanghai for 
[dividend purposes, and that accord- 
ing o the regulations dividends on

articles in the Land Regulations in an 
entirely different way from the 
Shanghai Municipal Council.

Liu then declared: “The matter is 
therefore one for diplomatic chan- 
nels, to be taken up by the diplomatic 
representatives regarding what should 
be done so that the Land. Regula- 
tions may be revised to empower the 
Counell(o levy taxes on unregistered 
land. 

Mr. Liu explained that the judg- 
ment dismissed the case for four 
reasons: J, ‘That the words “This 
Land” ‘mentioned to in the Land 
Regulations (Article 9) subject to 
payment of land tax referred only to 
foreign consular title deeds, 2, ‘That 
Mr, Justice Feetham's Report stressed | 
‘two points (A), that unregistered 
land was not subject to payment of 
land fax, a "Rule of Laz which must 
be observed by the Shanghal Muni- 
lpal Couneit” and that in the opinion 
of the court Mr. Justice Feetham’s:

Anderson gave evidence that 
ie condueled to a post mortem ex- 
amination of Latham's body in the 
Country Hospital on January 7, tind- 
ing that a bullet had penetrated one 
of the. main veins ‘of the heart, 
causing quick death, He added that 
it was impossible for the wound to 
have been self-inflicted. 

‘Sub-Inspector F, A. Ewins, altach- 
ed to the Arms Tdentifieation Sec- 
tion of the S.MP., stated that he 
received a bullet, an empty cartridge 
ease and an unexploded round of 
ammunition on January 8 for ex- 
amination. He was told that the 
‘bullet had been found in Bir. Latham's 
clothing. afler passing through his 

“The ammurition was all of! 
32 ‘calibre ‘automatic type. He 
checked the bullet, but found no re- 
cord in the police files. 

Mrs. A. N, Kravehenko was then 
called, telling how the murder took 
lace in the Brenan Road Post Office. 
‘She said that she went to the Post 
Omice at 1.20 pm, on January 7. to 
Feeelve a letier. She was told to 
‘walt her turn by one of the Chinese 
‘employees, and while waiting a for- 
lgn man came and stood behind 
her. After two or three minutes, 
when ‘she turned her head. she saw 
@ short Chinese dressed in foreign 
style clothes, with a felt hat, point- 
ing a small pistol at her. 

‘A second Chinese, taller than the 
other, dressed in 'a long Chinese 
gown, was pointing a big pistol at 
the forelgn man. ‘The short Chinese 
demanded monay from her, anid. she 
‘opened her handbag. In which there 
was only 40 cents. ‘The man grabbed 
this, and took a diamond ring from 
her finger. He also tried to yet an- 
‘other ring from her other, bul as 
this fitted more tightly she cried out 
when he tried to take it off. Latham 
shouted “stop 1” and banged the: 
counter with his hand. asking the 
Chinese Post Omce employees to 
telephone the notice. 

‘The short Chinese then fired one 
shot at him, the other having pre- 
viously taken his wollet out of his 
inside coat pocket. When the shot 

3s fired at Latham's back he put his 
hand to his chest und fell down. He 
fried to get up, but failed, crying. 
“help me” and asking for water, 
but they did nothing. 

‘After the shot, continued the wit: 
ness, all three ‘robbers ran out of 
the ‘Post Occ. A third man had 
been standing guard at the door. 
‘She approached Letham and held his 
head, the Chinese refusing to give 
‘any assistance. 

‘A short time later a Chinese came: 
into the building and asked Mrs. 
Kravehenko whether she were Rus- 
sian, afterwards pointing at Latham! 
‘and asking whether he was her hus- 
band. He then went behind the 
counter and telephoned. Ten min- 
utes later some Chinese police ar- 
rived, and after them an SALP. party 
‘with an ambulance, Latham asked 
the wintness not to leave him, and.

Aim of U.S, Policy

The second line consisted of 2 
series of steps directed toward im- 
proving the. strategic position of 
Germany.

"~The period of the war had wit- 
nessed the invasion and cecupation 
of Denmark, Norway, Holland, Bel- 
‘glum and Luxembourg, in violation of 
{he scrupulously observed neutrality 
fof these countries and in contradic- 
ton, in the eases of some of these 
Jcountries, of assurances expressly 
fiven by Germany of her intention 
{o respect their independence and 
sovereignty; the invasion and partial 
‘occupation of France: the splitting up 
Of Rumania and the German oceup: 
tion of the remaining portion of that 


country. 

‘These seizures have been accomp- 
ished through a combined use of 
armed forces supplied from without 
‘ond of an almost unbelievable 
Amount of subversive activity from 
within, Each of the “invaded and 
‘eccupied countries has been subjected 
toa reign of terror and despotism, 
‘By word and by deed the invaders 
have made unmistakeably clear their 
determination to impose permanently 
‘upon these unfortunate ‘countries. a 
rule of tyranny frequently reminis- 
cent of the worst pages of ancient 
history, 


No Opportunity Neglected 

“So Jong as there seemed to remain 
‘even a faint hope of inducing the 
leaders of Germany to desist. from 
the course which they were follow. 
ng the Government of the United 
States neglected no opportunity, 10. 
make its voles heard in restraint, Tt 
{ried further, and repeatedly offered | 
Ns" assistance ‘in. economical» read- 
Justments which might promote solu- 
tion of the existing ditieulties by 
peaceful means. All hope disappear 
‘ed when the Nazi legions struck at 
Poland and plunged Europe into 
new war. 

“Since then it has become increas 
ingly apparent that man Is today face 
fo face, not with regional wars of 
fsolated conflict, but with an organ: 
ized, ruthless and implacable move: 
ment of steadily expanding conquest, 
‘We are in the presence of forces 
which are not restrained by orders of 
Jaw or principles of morality ; which 
have fixed no limits for thelr pro- 
gramme of. conquest ; which have 
spread over large areas of Jand and. 
are desperately striving now lo seize 
control of the oceans as an essential 
means of achieving and maintalaing 
their conquest of the other continents, 

“Contzol of the high seas by law 
‘abiding nations is the ‘way (0 the 
‘Security of the westera hemisphere in 
the present day world situation. 
‘Should that control be gained by the 
partners of the Tripartite Pact the 
‘danger to our country, great as it is, 
today would be multiplied many fold. 

“It Is frequently sald that there can 
‘be no danger of an invasion of the 
new world. It is sald as Germany, 
hhas not been able to cross the British 
‘Channel, how can she cross the Al- 
Tantle ? 

Britain Controls Channel 

“German forces would cross the 
Channel in an hour's time were it 
not for the fact that Britain, now 
thoroughly prepared and well armed, 
fs fighting every hour of the day 10,

‘with every known device to repel a. 
landing, ‘The twenty miles of water’ 
Letween continental Europe and. Bri- 
tain are under British, not German, 
control. Were Britain defeated and 
wero. she to lose command of the 
seas, Germany could easily cross the| 
‘Atlsntie—especially the south Atlan- 
tic~unless we were ready and. able 
to do what Britain is doing now. 
Were the Atlantic to fall Into Ger- 
man control, the Atlantic would offer 
Iittle ‘or no ‘assurance of security. 

“Under these conditions our nation. 
al security would require the continu-| 
‘ous devotion of a very great part of 
all our work and wealth for defence!

Aid for Britain” 


New York, Jan, 19, 

A bitter protest against. what he 
deseribed as the “smear eampaign” to 
which he has been subjected since his 
return from London to the United 
States was made in a broadcast last 
night by Mr. Joseph Kennedy, re- 
liring Ambassador to Great Britain. 

‘Mr. Kennedy recalled the fact that 
fon his arrival in Ameriea he declared 
that while the United States could 
and should stay out of the war, all 
possible ald should be: given to 
Britain, "I feel the same way about 
it today," he added, 

‘There had been many false state- 
ments about his views on foreign 

icy, he continued, and he described 
the growth of intolerance” as one 
of the saddest features of ‘recent 
months, 

“Many Americans, including my- 
self," Mr. Kennedy continued, “have 
been subjected to deliberate’ smear 
campaigns because we differed from 
the inarticulate minority. The 
favourite device of this aggressive 
minority is to call any American 
questioning the likelihood of an 
English victory a defeatist, 


Bright and Dark Sides 
“1 had always thought that when 
the American people sent an Ameri- 
ean Ambassador to a foreign country, 
they expected him to report both the 
bright and dark sides—strength and 
weakness, When I reported to our 
Government the seriousness of the 
problems facing the British people, T 
did it because 1 wanted our Govern- 
ment to have all. the information 
possible, so that it coud guide i 
Self intelligently in the days to come 
in its forelgn policy regardless. of 
What the outcome of the war might 


‘Mr. Kennedy denied that he had 
predicted the defeat of Britain, and 
‘Added that the moral of the British 
nation defied description. It was. 
he said, as fine a display of human 
courage as was ever witnessed, But, 
hhe asked, “what do we know’ about 
the moral of the German army or 
the German people? Without know- 
ing that, prediction of England's de- 
feat would be a senseless one,” 
Appeasement Dented 

Disowning the label “of appeaser 
whieh some had attached to him, 
Me. Kennedy said that any charge 
that he had advocated a deal with 
the dictators was false and mali- 
cious. 

“The word of these tyrants.” he 
declared, “has been shown to be 
worthle ‘themselves _pro- 
claim that their promises are sham. 
Hitler, the man who wanted war, 
had slammed the door on peace to 
all the world, “He has proclaimed 
that he is waging a total war for a 
new world order, where our society 
of justice, secording to law, cannot 
even exist. 

Speaking of a possible declaration 
of war by Hitler on the United 
States, Mr. Kennedy said that to de- 
clare war was outdated in these days 
of unbridled force. 

‘Hitler would declare war on the 
United States only when he thought 
such action was in his best interests, 
Mr, Kennedy added, for the. United 
States was certainly committed 0 
sets suflclently unneutral to justify 
a less despotic tyrant than Hitler in 
declaring war—Reuler,

in “company and eagerly searching for

Well away from the beaten 
track, in behind a large grove of bamboos and 
‘shade trees which covered an ancient village 
‘burying grouind, T noticed some unusual mounds 
Jn the newly turned earth: these to be 
traps for pheasants (so plentiful in that dis- 
{ried which obviously came to roost in the 
aforementioned coppice. The smaller traps were 
the usual leaning stone or tile, probably intend 
ed for smaller birds, but the carefully prepared 
‘mounds were obviously intended for the longer~ 
necked pheasants. The mound of earth, made of 
rough clods, was reinforced with stakes to 
‘support ‘along bamboo bent over to’ form a 
strong spring: fastened to the tip of the spring 
‘was a litle gato or grill of bamboo twigs 
covering the opening to a little cave in the 
mound which. contained the bait. You must 
Imagine the hungry pheasant emerging at the 
first show of daylight from the bamboo grove 
running over the tilled earth in search of 
fGod....being led by stray baits to the little 
grill.. poking his long neck through the bamboo 
{wigs to reach the food Jnside....when up goes 
the. grill os the spring is released, and the 
lordly pheasant is hung in the noose formed by 
the stretched meshes through which he thrust 
his head in search of breakfast. The main point 
‘of this. story’ is that examination of the traps 
showed that in every case the bait consisted of 
the frult of the Melia tree, otherwise known os 
China Berry or Pride of India (Melia 
‘zedarach): and if Chinese farmers use this 
a a bait for birds we need not doubt that they 
at it.

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


Jan. 12A fine pot of that beau'iful epiphy- 
te orchid Dendrobium in a murseryman's shop 
‘window on Bubbling Well road, close to Med~ 
hhurst Road, attracted our attention yesterday. 
‘The genus ‘Dendrobium has over 600 specler 
many” of which are found in the Malo 
Archipelago, it has a very large range, however, 
‘and many species are native to Australia, India 
‘and Japan; there are also several artificially 
produced hybrids. We also noticed a plant of 
the Western Hemisphere orchid (Cattleya) in 
the shop and several fine specimens of the 
terrestrial orehid. “Our Lady's Slipper,” known 
otanieally as Cypripediums. We saw many 
Ardisla crenulata stil on display, this plant ty 





















ing plant with glossy 


it-can. be pro: 
pagated by girdling and covering the cut sectien 
‘of the stem with damp moss. Another berry 
bearing plant in the store was identified as a 
Chloranthus: there were many of these plants, 
all Bearing numerous red berrics. We also saw 





the first Azalea of the season in flower: it is 
nlee to see this old favourite back again once 
‘more! There were many palms and other plants 
Dat the Japanese flowering Quince (Chenomeles 
Jeponica) was making the best show of all. 
‘There were many of these ‘plants, all covered 
‘with coral coloured flowers, neatly arranged in 
bowls. ‘The Japanese Quince is often called 
Cydonia or Pyrus japonica: there are many 
garden forms of this plant ond they are all 
Beautiful. Tt is a pity that many of the plants 
‘become affected with orange rust when planted 
Jn our gardens ; this seriously affecty the flower 
{ng and health of the plants. Its sald that one 
cof the causes of this disease is the presence of 
Junipers and cedars in the vieinity; but 1 am 
afraid that we shall not remove all ‘these trees 
from our gardens even for the sake of the 
beautiful Quince. Writing of the Quince reminds 
uur that in the south of France, the peasants 
‘prepare a sort of lade from the fruit and 
that the term “marmalade” is derived from the 











Portuguese name for the Quince, namely, 
Marmelo—wx. 
Jan. 14—If it were permissible to refer to 





some of our vegetables as ornamental plants, 
the Globe Artichoke (Cynara Scolymus) would 
certainly be amongst those selected for inclusion 
fn the group. The habit of the plant and its 
thistle-tike leaves make it quite decorative, 
‘especially at this time of the year when the 
kitchen garden has rather a bare appearance. 
‘The globe artichoke cannot be a very profitable 
vegetable to grow: it requires plenty of space 
‘and does not give much in return. In places where 
Sea-weed Js plentiful, it is different: the plant 
thrives better and produces more in such places. 
We cannot truthfully say that the globe orti- 
choke is a favourite vegetable of ours: we are 
too fond of “straightforward” eating to 
thoroughly enjoy the soft fleshy reccplacles and 
the edible portion of the thickened bases of the 
scales. However, we have enjoyed the re= 
‘ceptacies when all the young flowers, seed, down 
‘and scales have been removed prior to cooking. 
‘There must be something In ‘the leaves that 
Inseets lke for we generally see them covered 
with black fly In the Summer: that is snother 
reason why ‘we prefer other vegetables! The 
Cardoon (Cynara Carduneulus) is another 
thistle-ike plant and a close relative of the 
slobe artichoke. It is sald by some to be the 
seme species; but we doubt it! The cardoon 
may be grown ag an annual; its heads are 
small, however, although its leaves are longer 








‘and more prickly than those of the globe arti- 
choke. The edible portion of this plant isthe 


‘midrib of the Jeaves: but even this Is inedible 
‘when not blanched. When the leaves arc nearly 
fully grown, they are tied together : in about 
three weeks’ they become blanched and ft for 
the table, if the black ly has found something 
much nicer and sweeter to eat elsowhere in the 
arden. W345. 


‘Jan, 16-—The continued unseaéonable weather 
has encouraged more of the early spring flower- 
ing plants to commence blooming in the open. 
We ‘have recenily noticed a few pansies in 
ower: this plant often commences. to. bloom 
Jn early January in a sheltered border; but it 
generally waits until the severe weather has 
[come and gone before opening its flowers Jn 
[exposed situations, ‘The Pansy’ ot Hearteaso that 
we grow in our gardens is a descendant of 
Viola trcolor, that familiar, wild plant found 
in fields in Great Britain. There is much con- 
fusion in the minds of us regarding pansies and 
violas: we offen find it diMteult to diferentiate 
between the two. The pansy itself signifles re- 
membrance: it Is often likened to a faco and 
there is some resemblance. The viola or tufted 
pansy has generally a dwarf, bushy habit and 
sel(-coloured flowers, much smaller than those 
fof the pansy. ‘There are, however, many self 
coloured pansies now on the market and re- 
cognition is made stilt more diMcult in many 
eases. ‘The viola is a hybrid between Viola 
‘cormuta and various garden pansies, the first 
named being the seed bearer. If pollen from 
Viola cornuta is applied to the garden pansy, 
the resultant cross will be more or less like the 
ordinary pansy. ‘The viola was so named 
from. the Greck Ton and there are many 
opinions regarding how the plant received its 
rname. Some say that when Jupiter turned the 
young female whom he loved into a cow, the 
Pansy appeared from the. earth to provide her 
with’ food. ‘The pansy has many curious so

“You are probably anxlous to know 
how we are so T will tell you that| 
we had our first air raid on Tuesday.

‘ble though this business is, yet it is 
surprising how really small the mili 
tary damage is, I have not heard of 
Pacldy for some time now, as one ean- 
not get about. Our telephone has 
been out of order for six weeks, 30 
wo are cut off from quick contact, 

‘As things are at time of writing 
‘one cannot look beyond each day. Tt 
fs impossible to plan anything. “Do 
not think Tom unduly pessimistic; 
fn the contrary I have no fear of the 
ultimate result. ‘Whether we shall be 
alive to experience it is a matter for 
conjecture.

‘There is no accommodation to be 
had anywhere—people come and beg 
you to take them in and, if you can-_ 
not, they actually ery. 'We havea 
mother and a little girl seven years, 
‘and the grandad, an elderly man of

their home was bombed. It has no 
roof, no windows and most of the 
doors were blown of. They are very. 
plucky about it and do not mind at. 
all, Thave let them have the dining 
room and front and middle bedrooms, 
‘and as I am at the shop nearly every 
day now they have our home a great 
deal more than we do.
